industry. Thus the maintenance of 
transport - facilities which—directly 
or indirectly—affect every aspect of 
our. economic and social life has 
become the major problem to which 
Ministers and citizens now must 
address ‘their minds. No longer is 
it a question of choice between rail- 
way and road, between the private 
car and the public service vehicle. 
The only question of real importance 
is whether any or all of these means 
of travel and transport—supple- 
mented by all available resources of 
the horse-drawn cart and the pedal 
cycle—can so he organised and main- 
tained as to prevent a collapse of 
employment in our manufacturing 
industries and to secure the minimum 
of commodities that are essential to 
a strictly ‘‘ rationed” existence. 
Among the first steps to that end 
a series of ‘extremely difficult deci- 
sions now must be taken as to what 
types and quantities of transport 
are essential, and what others can 
be suspended without creating wide- 
spread and violent dislocations of the 
present social order. Among the 
first óf such inevitable steps tho 
Government has been compelled to 
take decisions which not alone 
involve serious disturbances of long: 
accepted personal habits, but, as 
they are bound to affect many 
thousands of motor traders and their 
employés, are destined to have 
immediately adverse reactions on the 
organisation of industry. 

Some small degree of comfort and 
reassurance possibly may be derived 
from two reflections. Only forty 
years ago the country managed to 
get along fairly comfortably—even 
if with much less speed and excite- 
ment than have characterised recent 
years—without the aid of mechanical 
road transport. Even the pedal 
cycle, now the vehicle of hundreds of 
thousands, of industrial and com. 
mercial employés, then was the 
luxury of the comparatively few. 
While a return to such conditions 
cannot now be contemplated, is it 
not possible that a last line of 
defence against privation may, to 
some extent, be found-in the revival 
and reorganisation of animal trans- 
port? Considerable reserves of 
horses that could be made available 
are believed to exist; and, could 
adequate supplies of vehicles be pro- 
duced, their services for passenger 
and merchandise traffic might be 
made to fill many gaps. Most of 
the necessary materials can be 
found in supplies of native timber, 
and -disemployed —“ bodywork”’ 
operatives in the motor trade 
wou.d supply adequate resources off 
skilled labour. Together with such 
additions to present animal trans- 
port resources, there seems to be a 
field for immediately useful action 
in the reorganisation of « existing 
horse-drawn ‘transport in our city 
and * suburban areas.

Dublin Night Catés 


of I.T.L. in these notes of mine:— 

Although for more than twenty 
years I was familiar’ with Dublin at 
all hours of the night (writes J. A. P.), 
in fair weather and foul, during 
curfew, civil war, and the piping. times 
of peace. I cannot recall the shed café 
under the biz raiiway arch at Harcourt 
road, to which a correspondent recent!v 
referred in your columns. The nearest 
I got to it was the discovery of a 
gentleman, stated to be a Russian, who 
made a speciality of midnight *‘‘ tripe- 
and-onions ” in a shop on the same 
road, 

There have heen night cafés of one 
sort or another in Dublin as long a: 
the oldest inhabitant can remember. 
hut they all closed in the smal! hours. 
Two a.m. saw most of them with the 
lights out, but occasionally one 
remained open until three or four 
o'clock, _Loug  hefore 1 became 
acquainted with ntcturnal Dublin there 
was a wooden. structure in Upper 
O'Connell street (then, of course, 
Sackville street) which may have 
remained open all night. It was 
erected im the middle of the street 
opposite to Findlater’s shob. and was 
known, I am told, as the ‘‘ Haystack ”’ 
or the ‘‘ Hayshed.” " 

So far as I am aware there never 
has been a counterpart in Dublin of 
Belfast’s I.T.L. all-night cafés—a fact 
which many thousands of visitors from 
across Channel discovered to their cost. 
It wag pitiful to see them at daybreak 
or just before it wandering dis: 
consolately about the streets without 
shelter or sustenance, especially if the 
weather was hostile. In their dismal 
predicament. a hot drink, especially for 
the ‘women and children, would have 
been worth double the excursion fare.
